We further main 
tain throughout the world eightr such 
instltutloDa. Last year, in Uda coun 
try, we rassed 3,396 women through 
cur Rescue iHomes. and since we be- 
gan the Women's Social Work the 

twenty thouaand. 

"The work Das tieen blessed ot God 
wbeirever tbe Army has. undertaken It 
hut we are quite unible at present to 
make any further extensions ovlns 
to the iact iinii w« ap5 la^e^it. T'-c 
other day I received, for the third 
lime, an appeal from a council of 
ministers In a proTiacial town, to 
open a Home there, but I fear we 
cannot respond to It liecause of the 
need of money. i 

"Of all the sad people who tramp 
tbe streets of our great dtles. I think 
ue saddest £re the girls we deal with 
In these Homes and in onr Ulitemlty 
Hospitals — girls who, at one stroke, 
have been bereft of home and /Crlends 
and character, and in many cases of 
hope itself. Added to all this la the 
respGnslblllty, trouble, and »nxlety as 
socIatQd with motherhood. 

" Twenty-'flve ■ such imothera are at

together Tvlth thirty children. This 
dinerence is owing io- the faci that 
In some cases the mother on first en 
teflng service doss not earn sniectent 
to support her child; so tiie Utile 
one finds a home with the offlceK-n 
until she does. 

"As to results, in connection with 
the work onrricd on at Lanark Horns, 
before its removal to this larger Home 
there are on tbe roll 248 names of 
girls who have been In service and 
doing irel! Isr at Icest three yesjs 
besides the many more who are quaU 
tying for leaving fiioJr names so In- 

HUix'ucu. 

'ISevaral nf -tho TiiotJi«r» In this 
Home at prusent ar^, alas ! of veTy 
tcnacr-:aKe : oalv f^urtssn or flfteen 
years old. One dear girl aeld to the 
officer some days ago, 'I lave' two 
■lollies at home ; one I shall keep for 
myself, the other I shall glvo to my 
baby.' There Is another poor lltUe 
thing of eleven whose mother died 
and who was. (brouglLt Home from 
school tn tAko cars of tfes ro'jage'- 
children. There she we«' cruelly tan 
en advantage of by her ifather, who Is 
now undergoing ihree years* Imprison 
ment for the awful crlmo. The gin 
was given over to out care, and she 
is now quite bright and coming on 
wry nicely Indeed." .
